4, The United States undertakes to pay all expenses, 
including salaries, in connection with the ships furnished 
pursuant to this agreement. The United Nations undertakes to 
reimburse the United States for all services provided pursuant to 
this agreement. 

5. Ships furnished pxs pursuant to this agreement shall, 
while on active service in performance of their mission, fly the 
flag of the United Natiéns along with the flag of the United States 

&. The Acting Secrevary General may designate personnel to 
serve on board the ships furnished pursuant to this agreement. 

Such personnel shall serve under his orders for the execution of 
hhe inspection function. Such personnel may be military or civillan 
and will be considered te be United Nations personnel. 

7, This agreement may be terminated at the request of elther 
party.

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Coast Guard, rather than MSTS ships are used. DOD prefers 
Coast Guard ships, but both are available and could be on 
station within 4 or 5 days. MSTS ships would initially be 
Navy ovmed transport ships, but subsequently MSTS could 
charter smaller privately owmed vessels.
